It is known that the Redheads 
leave us about the middle of September 
and that not more than one of every 
ten breeders remains. I degin my re- 
port with one Redhead on October 19 in 
Hampton Perk. Another visit to the 
seme place yesterday (Nov. 21) showed 
the presence of two. Another injivid- 
val was seen Oct. Ast on McKelvey N. 
near the St. Charles Bd. This makes 
three Redheads for the whole time fron 
Oct. 1 t411 Nov. 2a. While looking for 
this des we cannot help seeing 
others and at home we can study the 
State Lists, the Regions and particu- 
larly the Christmas Censuses of former 
years to find out where most Redheads 
winter. We will probably learn that 
they are most common where the beech
